Besides that the 
contract designates twelve Gistilleries iocated 
at different points widely separated. viz. : 
Peoria, Cincinnati, St. Louis, Riverdale, near 
Chicago, Terre Havie, St. Paul, and Omaha. 
At mo time has there been a, uniform rate of 
charge for feedimg at these points) The 
charge for feeding is regulated largely by the 
cost of corn and the distance of the piace of 
feeding from Chicago, which is the leading 
market; the more remote ‘the point the great- 
er the cost of the the cat- 
tte; that the cattle m “Ynstance be 
shipped to: the distillery and from the dis- 
tillery to the market for sale: that, as‘a rule, 
the pearer the distillery is to Chicago the 
more valuable is the slop. and that at na time 
has ttie price for distillery slop been the same 
at all the points covered by said contract. 
Another important effect of the contract is 
thus commented upon by the receiver : 
** By the terms of the contract the company 
‘agrees to furnish barn room of, the present 
capacity and to keep the same in good condi- 


tion and repair for and during a term of three | 


yeers.” and * to furnish the necessary amount 
of slop for the feeding of cattle at the places 
aforesaid, and furnish for each of said cattle 
daily the slop resulting from one bushel of 
grain mashed, to the extent of the barn room 
during each and all of said years, from the 
first day of Uctober to the frst 
day of June following”; that the 
distilieries named in the contract 
were fully equipped with a barn capacity for 
more than 30,000 head of cattle, and that by 
the terms of the contract the company obii- 
gated itself to run each of the distilieries 


mentioned to their full barn capacity for the 


period of three years from Oct. lto June 1 
of each year, which would require the mash- 
ing of more than 30.000 bushels of grain per 
day during the period, regardless of the con- 
dion of the market for its spirit 
product, or of the exigencies of iis 
business; that said provisions were unreasor- 
able. unusual, and burdensome, and if per- 
formed calculated to result either in expendi- 
ture and loss by the company, or liability for 
damages on account of the non-fuifillment of 
the contract in a single year to many times 
the amounts agreed to be paid thereon, and 
that if in fact said provisions had been per: 
formed it would have resulted in losses which 
would have wholly bankrupted said com pany.” 


‘Suit for Breach of Contract. 


The petition then shows how, as it is al- 
leged, because the distillers were unable to 
open and operate on the dates mentioned in 
the siop-feedimg contracts, and in eome 
cases were not operated up to their 
capacity, Nelson Morris and Greenhut 
brought suit for $550,000 damages. 
In conclusion the petitioner prays ** the order

No member of the Cabinet has been more 
trusted by Mr. Cleveland, eu that his desir¢ 
for retirement from office in the near futur¢ 
cannot be ascribed to ang friction with his 
chief. It is hinted, however, that Judge 
Gresham has felt somewhat aggrieved 
over the disinclination of the 
Cabinet to ‘support him ‘in the 
‘vigorous foreign policy winch he 
believes would win for him great popularity 
and possibly make him a favorite for the 
Presidency. It may be that extinguished 
hopes in this Cirection have had a strong in- } 
fluence on him in reaching the conclusion that 
he would prefer to retire. But. thi8 idea is 


- scouted by his friends, who assert that Judge 


Gresham has not been moved by any such 
considerations. They say he has simply con- 
sulted his wife's pleasure and his own tastes 
in concluding to leave Washington wean a 
short time. 

The rumor is that Judge Gresham will ré- 
tire from/the Cabinet before July 1. No date 
has been absolutely fixed. As: friends of 
Judge and Mrs. Gresham, are discussing the 
Secretar)s probabie withdrawal, it is not un- 
likely the subject has been discussed with the 
President and the Cabinet. Mr. Cleveland 
would no doubt use every influence to per- 
suade Judge Gresham to remain until\ the 
close of the administration. 

Mr. Gresham may for obvious reasons deny 
that he intends to retire, as an admission af 
the report, foliowing to closely .upon Post- 
master-General Bissell’s resignation, mignt 
be misinterpreted by the critics of the admin- 
istration. | 

With so many foreign complications pend- 
ing, if which Secretary Gresham is much intet- 
ested because of the fact that they have risen 
during his incumbency,; it is more than likely 
that if be does withdraw it will not be until 


the negotiations already begun have prac- | 
tically been concluded. To admit that he in-- 


tended to retire might embarrass if not com- 
plicate the situation, and it is probable the 
story of his going will be publicly denied, as 
Mr. Bissell’s retirement was at first denied. 

But privately there is small doubt in the 
minds of his friends with whom be has freely 
conferred on the subject that he will withdraw 
within the next two or three months. They’ 
unhesitatingly assert that he will not serve 
out his four years’ term. That the Secretary 
has talked in this strain leaked out at a dinner 
within the last three days. ' The gossip spread 
until it is now bemg discussed, with a good 
deal of <ircumspection, however, in adm inis- 
tration circles. 

Judge Gresham no doubt would prefer to 
return to the bench, but at present there is no 
opening which it is thought he could accept. 
The possivie resignation or the retirement of 
Justice Jackson from the Supreme Court 
would furnish a vacancy to which the Pres. 
dent might appoint Judge Gresnam. 

The rumor of the Secretary's retire. 
ment lacks official corroboration, ‘but it 
is beng circulated with much persistency,

It was ten minutes after, midnight when they 
reached the County Building. In the mean- 
time Judge Carter, Commissioners Badenoch | 
and Keenan, and the witnesses waited for 
‘them. 
Haegerty Goes to Jail. 

It being after 12 o'clock when the prisoner 
was finaily brought before him Judge Carter 
said he could not go into a hearing of the 
case then for the reason that. the time was 
sufficiently advanced in a holiday to make a 
hearing illegal. However, Hauck and H. A. 
Ray, to whom he had shown the ballot given 
him by Hagerty, were sworn. Both identified 
the ballot, and Hauck told how, where, and 
under what circumstances he received it from 
Hagerty. 

His story was that Hagerty met him about 
3 o'clock in O'Leary's .biacksmith shop on 
State street, near Fifty-seventh, and placed 
the ballot in his hands. At first ne refused to 
take it, but the fellow insisted and walked 

away, leaving it with him. Hagerty denied 
the statement. , 

‘“*Where are the ballots now?” asked re 
court, 

- The ballots and the poll-books are at wed 
house.” 

Then E. H. Whitehead, Republican ladies 
of the precin>t. said that the poll books were | 
at the polling-place, where they had been left | 
by Hagerty. 

“Have you been drinking?” asked Judge 
Carter. 

““No, Ihave not, Judge; not by a long 
shot,”’ replied the prisoner. 

The officers said, however, that when they 
arrested him he was under the influence of 
liquor, and his actions before the bench be- 
lied him. 

After this brief controversy the Court said 
he would either have to give a bond or go to 
jail.

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TREASURY RECEIPTS SHOW A DEFICIT. 


March Expenditures Are $246,376 Greater 
than the Income, *. 


Washington, D. C., April 1.—The monthtly 
statement of the receipts and expenditures 
of the Treasury during the month.of March 
shows receipts from all sources amounting 
to $25,470,575, and*expenditures amounting 
to 825,716,057, leaving a deficit for the 
month of $246,376 and. for the nine 
months of the first calendar year $36,542,153. 
During March the receipts from customs 
amounted to $14,929,789, and“from internal 
revenue $9,854,077... The expenditures on ac- 
count of pensions amounted to $11,617,556. 

The Director of the Mint today declared 
the average price of silver during the quar- 
ter ended Jan. 1, 1895, was :62087 cents per 
ounce, and during the quarter ended March 
31 it was 61 cents per ounce. The declared 
price as announced ‘today is therefore 
01937 cents per fine ounce less than the price 
at the beginning of the year. 

Reports to the Director of the Mint show 
coinage during the month of March, 1895, 
as follows: Gold, $2,866,102; silver, S573,535: 
minor coin, $70,105; total coinage, $4,500,835. 
Of the silver coined $100,290 was in stand- 
ard dollars. In addition to the above there 
was coined $442,000 in 20-cent silver pieces 
for Ecuador.

GERMANY IN NEED OF HORSE MEAT. 


Tingle Says American Packers 
Would Find the Trade Profitable. 

Washington, D. C., April 1.—United States 
Consul E, W. Tingle at Brunswick, Germany, 
in a report to the State Department says that 
in large German, cities the consumption of 
horse meat 1s alfnost as great as that of beef 
und muttun, and it is growing in the smaller 
towns. The Consul sets out reasons to prove 
that horse meat is quite as good as beef. He 
says the demand has increased so rapidly 
in Germany that Pes 
to meet it, and “whereas butchers 
formerly paid from $5 to $10 for a wornout 
horse for slaughter, they now pay $45 and 
%50, and prices are rising. The Consul sees 
here a great opportunity for American pack- 
ers. e says the horse supply in America is 
practically inexhaustible; they can be raised 
in the West cheaper than cattle and are more 
éasily shipped. The meat cannot be canned, 
but it can be furnished salted or smoked, as 
well as fresh, just as it is used in Germany. 
The report touches upon the astonishingly 
rapid disuse of horses in America consequent 
upon the introduction of the troliey car, which 
has made horse-raising in the West unprofit- 
able, and urges that the ranchmen may find 
relief by raising horses for food.

Exact Weight of Each Package Shipped 
Is Recorded=—Payment for Four Years 
Depends on the Showing=—How it Is 
Done. 


Every ounce of mail carried by the railway 
mail service of the United States will be 
carefully weighed by the officials who han- 
dle it during the next thirty days. The work 
cemmeénced just after midnight yesterday. 
Everything in which mail is carried is in- 
cluded in the order. All empty pouches, 
empty canvas bags, locks, postoffice sup- 
plies, registered packages and pouches, as 
well as ordinary mail nratter, and hundreds 
of tons of newspapers. 

This .is done for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing a correct basis for a fair and just com- 
pensation to the railroad companies for the 
transportation of the mails. The month of 
April is generally selected for the test from 
the fact that the government and railroad 
officials are satisfied the volume of: mail is 
nearer the average than in any other month. 
The test is made every four years. A large 
number of extra clerks are employed for the 
work. In large towns men are stationed at 
the railway depots and in the smaller towns 


‘the postmasters keep the count and forward 


their reports to the: Division Superintendenr 
of the Railway Mail Service. In évery car 
scales are kept and in many instances an ex- 
tra government employe is required to do 
the weighing while.the car is on the road, 
picking up and putting off pouches at the 
numerous towns along the route. Weights 
must always be actually taken and never es- 
timated. The railroads are required to fur- 
nish the scales and to keep them in perfect 
order. . 

The weighing of the mails means a great 
deal to the railway people. There have 
been months of hard work and scheming 
by the officials of many roads who hope to 
bring their averages to a high mark for the 
next thirty days in order to secure a higher 
rating. Fast mail trains have recently 
been started on many roads in all direc- 
tions with the idea of catching the bulk of 
newspaper mail. business and all other 
heavy mails. The road which delivers mail 
at a given point in the shortest time will 
invariably be given the greatest propor- 
tion of mail business. No favoritism is 
shown. Many roads have reduced the time 
of their fast trains and all are making a 
hard struggle to secure as great a show as.

Mr, Troy said yesterday many 
of the roads entering Chicago derive& large 
part of their income from carrying the mails. 
The New York Central and the Lake Shore 
roads have received over $2,000,000 a year 
for the last four years and the amount may 
be increased. The Burlington gets half that 
amount. Several roads carry thirty or forty 
tons of mail to and from Chicago each day. 

All the mail put on trains at Chicago will 
be weighed at the depots by a government 
employe, who makes a report to the chief 
mail clerk in charge of the mail car which re- 
ceives the weighed matter. The train 
weigher puts his Chicago total opposite the 
name on a printed card on which the count 
for the run is kept. When a station is 
reached 'ithe pouches and tie sacks for that 
place are placed on the scales and weighed 
just before they are thrown off. When the 
end of the run is reached, the train-weigher 
gives the station-weigher the correct totals 
of all mail delivered to him, and then re- 
ports the totals for his whole run to the di- 
vision superintendent. 

It will require 425 men to conduct the test 
in the sixth division, which has its. head- 
quarters here..

New and Novel Departures Suggested in 
the University Curriculum, 
Dr.Harper’s: quarterly statement regard- 
ing the condition and plans of the university 
suggested a new departure in the institu- 
tion’s curriculum. Dr. Harper is evidently 
ambitious to establish departments of bank- 
ing/transportation, insurance, and a depart- 
ment for consular and diplomatic training. 
Dr. Harper thoroughly believes the new 
education is to be a practical and critical 
one, and one which will fit the student for 
municipal,’ State, and Fedéral‘Service.| Dr. 

Harper said in part: | 

‘The: university has not forgotten its 
need of laboratories for zoology and physi- 
ology. A member of the board,. realizing 
that |'the building of a laboratory involves 
greatly increased expenditure .to the univer- 
sity for its maintenance, has proposed that 
if the money for its erection shall be secured 
he will provide the cost of maintenance for 
five years, provided such cost does not ex- 
ceed $10,000 a year. Another friend hasicon- 
sented to consider the question of furnhish- 
ing the funds for the building of the zoolog- 
ical: laboratory.

The cleaning of the alleys and streets is one 
of the important matters that will have to be 
attended to by the next municipal adminis- 
tration unless it be shamefully neglected, as 
recently has been the rule. There is no hope 
of reform if the buodling element that is sup- 
porting Wenter for Mayor carries the election 
today. The money of the people then would 
be paid out to contractors who did- not re- 
move the filth and to inspectors who would 
not look after the scavengers except in a sa- 
loon. The peopie will have to paly scaven- 
gers and inspectors whether the work\be per- 
formed or not, as the contracta already have 
been let for thie year. ‘It may® be set 
down for certain that the filth will 
not be removed according to contract unless 
Swift is elected. Thegarbage.wiil b@ allowed 
to accumulate in the alleys as heretofore, 
poisoning the air and inviting the spread of 
infectious diseases, while the streets will be 
littered with filth which’ no one will at- 
tempt to meddle with. it is also impor- 
tant in this: particular that the best candidates 
for Alderman.be chosen in each ward.' The 
inspectors are nominated by the Aldermen, 
and if the jatter are boodlers it can hardly be 
expected that the inferior officials will do the 
duty they are paid to perform. It is possible

ALLIANCE OF SOUTH AMERICAN REPUB- 
LICS. 

Advices received at Washington from Buenos 
Ayres. Rio de Janeiro, and Caracas forecast 
an important project for the establishment: of 
a pacific and corm:nercial alliance between 
the leading South American republics which 
May yet take practical shape. It is stated 
that the boldness of the Venezuelan Gavern- 
ment in asserting its rights as against for- 
eign encroachinents upon its territory has 
aroused enthusiasm among the other repub- 
lies. All these republics have suffered mure 
or less in times past from such encroach- 
ments. andif any of the European powers 
should carry out their purpose by active inter- 
ference there is little question that thedeanding 
South American States would join hands to 
resist it. 

It is also given out that the settlement’ of 


‘the long standing boundary dispute between 


Brazil and Argentina has brought about bet- 
ter reiations between the republics. Follow. 
ing this settlement there is a report that Brazil 
and Argentina will ho'd a conference for the 
purpose of devising means for the rormation 
of such an alliance as that spoken of above. 
The dispatch states there is not a republic of 
South or Central America which has any se- 
curity against foreign aggression solong as 
as it stands alone, and all of these republics 
are fully conscious of the fact. It is on this 
account that the formation of a continental 
alliance “for mutual protection. has so often 
been spoken of in other times, under the influ- 
ence of that great conception embodied in the 
Monroe doctrine. The object of this alliance 
is mutual defense against foreign interference 
and such insults as those which European pow- 


.ers have more than once of:late heaped upon 


these States. It isa movement which cannot 


fail to interest the Central American States,. 


Mexico, and the United States, all of ‘which 
are concerned in it directly or indirectly. It 
would be a wise step for the Latin-American 


States to take and one which our own govern. / 


ment should stana ready to aid whénever 
its ¢ause was a just one or the Monroe doc- 
trine was transgressed. |

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OUR FOREIGN COMMERCE. 

The New York Journal of Commerce makes 
the im portant point that so far as our interna- 
tional trade goes we are in a position to con- 
template with equanimity the depreciation of 
silver, The manufacturers of England and 
Germany complaiu that they export: mainly 
to silver-using countries, where the ‘local 
prices cannot be advanced as fast as silver de- 
preciates, for which reason they have been 
constantly getting less and less for their 
goods, 
with amiable conrpaassion, as we sell to gold- 
using countries and buy. of silver-using coun- 
tries. We may suffer some in the exportation 
of wheat and cotton by competing with coun- 
tries that have a depreciated currency, but 
the fact remains that we buy’ from = those 
which psy in silver and sell to those which 
pay in gold. 

Few persohs understand. how one-sided is 
our commerce with Europe. In the last fiscal 
year we sold to England more than four times 
as much as we bouget from that country, and 
the game is true of our smaller trade with the 
Netherlands. The value of our exports ex- 
ceeded that of the imports (as invoiced) by 
eight miliions in the case of France, twenty- 
three millions with Germany, twenty milfions 
with Belgium, nine millions with Spain, and 
nearly ten millions with Russia and Denmark, 
while in the cases of Italy and Austrie-Hun- 
gary the balance was against us. In our trade 
with the ten countries named our imports 
were valued at less than 275 millions ahd our 
exports at 690 millions. Ona the other hand, 
our imports from Mexico, Brazil, the East In- 


dies, China, and Japan aggregated 170 million 


dollars’ worth, which was more than four 


times the 42 million dollars’ worth of goods |

WHEN EASTER COMES. 


OLEARLY A JBWISH FESTIVAL, 
ADOPTED LATBE BY CHRISTIANS. 


No Trace of It Found ‘n the New Testa- 
ment Nor in the Writings of the Apos- 
tlese-EKarly Tradition: of the Day=Adop- 

‘tien of the Egg as « Type of the New 

Life=Great Railroad Tunnels=English 
and Americin stafesmeo=The Singalar 
Delusions 6f a Great Writer, 

‘* Easter comes on the first Sunday after 
the fourtecnth day of the calendar moon, 
which falls upen or next-after the 2ist day 
of March; if the fourteenth day comes on 
Sunday Easter day will be the Sunday fol- 
lowing.”’ 

There is no trace of Easter as a Christian 


_ festival to be found in the New Testament 


nor in any of the writings of the apostolic 
fathers. Easter clearly is an adaptation of 
the Jewish Passover to the later needs of 
the Christian church. 

It may still be news to some that for 
many years Easter occurred at different pe- 
riods in different countries. __., 

In 387 history tells us that the churches 
of Gaul kept Easter March 21; the Italian 
churches April 18; while in Egypt that same 


year it was a week later, April 25. This dis- | 


crepancy or irregularity despite the fact 
that sixty-two years previous, in 325, the 
Nicean Council had attempted to settle the 
matter once for all, and thenceforth to have 
the whole church, north, south, east, .and 
west, celebrate Easter on one and the same 
day, and that day to be Sunday. 

Yet it was more than three hundred years 
before the change became anything like unl- 
versal; then, in 669,the whole of the Western 
churches fell into line, England being the 
last to accept the rule. — 

These differences of reckoning were not 
reconciled complet@ly until 1752; then N. 8., 
or New Style, was adopted by the United 
Kingdom in place of O. 8., or Old Style, and 
the Julian calendar, after its long struggle 
against innovation, succumbed to the Greg- 
orian. 

The Russian,Grecian, and Oriental Church- 
es, the so-called “ Eastern Churches,”’ still 
cling to the Julian or ‘‘ unreformed calen- 
dar,’’ so that their Easter does not fall upon 
the same day as ours. 

One of the earliest traditions of Easter 
has been expressed as follows: 

‘* Ever since that blessed night, 
| bedac x 8 aga bowed down to the Lord of 

a eggs of that sweet bird changed their 

ue, 

And burn with red, and gold, and blue, 

Reminding mankind in their simple way 

Of the. holy marvel of Paster day.”’ 

Allegorically, red symbolizes the bleod of 
Christ shed to save sinners; blue is typical 
of the promises he made that imbue us with 
hope; gojd. as a reminder of the treasures 
laid up in heaven; white, the purity of the 
cleansed soul. 

‘‘That-sweet bird’’ refers to the legend 
that when our Lord was brought to the sep- 


ulcher and tenderly laid therein a bird was | 


brooding in motherly fashion over her eggs 
in a nest set high in the branches of a tree 
whith lovingly shaded his last earthly home. 
When this hitherto merry songster, croon- 
ing tender motherly hopes over her un- 
hatched children, saw the crucified Lord 
borne by Joseph ‘and 1@id in his rock+hewn 


cradle, her happy notes changed to -wails. 


Through sunlight and darkness she ceased 
not to sing hopeless dirges; then through 
the dense gloom came the white glimmer of 
angels’ robes, and suddenly a peace that 
passed all understanding entered the breast 
of the sorrowing bird as she saw the angel 
roll the stone away from the mouth of the 
sepulcher. When this blest bird saw the 
Christ, the victor over life and death, come 
forthi she then witnessed the first glad Eas- 
ter; her song of woe was transformed into 
that of joy, and the jubilant bird song rose 
and fell on the resonant air: ‘“ He is risen! 
He is risen! Rejoice, allrejoice!” - 

When the angel heard this, and noted how 
it called into its chorus the notes from all 
bird life, and that all nature, the rocks, the 
leaves, the twigs and. branches of the 
shrubs and trees chimed in, he said: “Sweet 
bird, be forever blest; ‘thyself, thy eggs, and 
thy moss-covered nest. "7 

As Easter represents a new birth into the 
best life of all, it is easily seen how the 
pagan, idea that the ege was the beginning 
of all *kinds of life, should become purified 
in the minds of the Christians, and accepted 
as the typical offering of good wishes and 
emblematic of pleasant hopes, between be- 
lievers of the glad Easter day. The egg in 
some form or other has been the unques- 
tioned type of the new life from.the very 
dawn of the Christian era. 


Queen Victoria’s Residence at Nice, 

Cimiez, which has been chosen for the 
Queen’s spring residence, is a charming but 
comparatively little known suburb of Nice. 
It lies on the slope of a hilla couple of miles 
behind the town at an elevation of some 3060 
feet above the sea level. A wide modern 
boulevard leads from the northeastern end 
of the town to the hotel which her Majesty 
has rented. ‘The road ascends gradually 
between rows of plane trees through a well- 
wooded country, dotted here and theré with 
handsome villas, 
bedded in olive groves, and bordered on 
each side with rose hedges, which fn the 
springtime are a mass of fragrant pink blos- 
som. The- hotel itself is a comparatively 
modern building of three low stories, lying 
rather back from the road in an old-fash- 


-loned garden with winding walks of bam- 


b , palms, and eucalyptus,the dark foliage 

which is thrown into pleasant reHef by 
clumps of orange trees, bearing at this time 
a fragrant combination of white blooms and 
golden fruit. The exterior aspect of the 
heuse is homely in the extreme, the only 
feature which breaks the long line of green- 
shuttered windows being an open porch of 
several columns, overgrown with ivy and 
heliotrope. 

It faces due south, but the rooms which 
are to be prepared for the Queen’s occupa- 
tion are situated to the north and west; 
these, when ready for her reception, will be 
of very fair size, as walls are being thrown 
down and. everything completely rear- 
ranged. Her Majesty will have, as usual,'a 
drawing-room, dining-room, and bedroom 
for her own private use; the walls colored in 
distemper and the furniture being brought 
from Windsor, The suite will consist of six- 
ty persons, but the old-fashioned furniture 
in the other parts of the house will not be 
materially altered. The rooms to the nérth 
at the farther end of the hotel are to be pre- 
pared for the Queen’s Indian attendants, 
who will of course have a special kitchen. 
There is no lift in the hotel and the Queen 
will be carried in a chair to her apartments 
on the ‘first floor up a wide easy staircase. 
The stables are at the back and are to be ma- 
terially improved and enlarged for the ae 
commodation of her Majesty’s carriages an 
donkey chair.

His Graceful Act. 


After each song there was prolonged cheer- 

ing and further clashing of swords, the Prince 
leaning over the balustrade, waving his hand 
and smiling. Then the idea apparently struck 
him that the people in the meadows had not 
received sufficient notice. He remedied this 
by asking for his field glasses and took a long 
survey of the multitudes, who thereupon 
greeted him with rounds of cheers and the 
waving of handkerchiefs. To this Prince 
.Bigmarck responded by waving his helmet. 
. The Prince a little later took a tew Hlowers 
which Cuuntess William Bismarck had laid 
on the balustrade and threw them one by one 
among the students, who struggled wiidly to 
vbtain possession of them. 

During the evening there was a great torch- 
light procession, the Sachenwaid was illumi- 
nated, and Prince Bismarck and his family 
watched the proceedings from the terrace. 

Replying to the address of the professors of 
the universities this morning Prince Bismarck 
said though he had been treated with such 
hostility by political parties it must not be 
taken too tragicaliy. It was the way of the 
world to fight, he added, and from the fact 
that the people still attacked him he con- 
cluded-his thoughts were not dead. The dif- 
ferent groups of Socialists, Centrists, 
Poles took it ill of him for calling them the 
enemies of the empire, but he could sustain 
the’truth of this remaak by saying that theo- 
retically they might all’ be well disposed to- 
wards the empire—provided the ¢mpire was 
such as they desired. Continuing, the Prince 
‘said it was to be regretted the Socialists had 
not obtained the Second Vice-Presidency of 
the Reichstag, because that would have shown 
that the affairs of the Socialists wcre not ripe 
enough for resolute action. ‘Theempire, with 
its growth out of practical facts,’ had to be 
reckoned with, and it must be the duty of all 
to preserve it. 

Grand Night Illamination, 


In the early evening the spectacie at the 
Bismarck house and grounds was one of un- 
paralleled beauty. Assoon as darkness set 
in lights began to burn here, there, and ev- 
ery where about the grounds, and the lake in 
the’ rear of the Schloss gave back from 
its dark waters the _ reflection of 
hundreds of brightly flaring flames. From 
every window of the Schloss there 
gieamed a light, until from a distance the res- 
idence looked to be one glowing mass of fire. 
Round about the castie every resident had en- 
tered into the phan to mfke the day and night 
memorable, and the illumination was general. 
In the gardens there were 6,000 lights. In 
one place the light had been so arranged that 
the words ** Hoch, Bismarck,’’ appeared in a 
gigantic blaze of fire. 

The feature of tonight’s celebration was a 
torchlight procession, in which several thou- 

eand persons took part. After marching 
through.the grounds the procession arrived 
in front of the castle. When Prince Bis- 
marck stepped from the castle and ap- 
peared on ‘the terrace a thundering 
valley of cheers ascended from thou- 
sands of throats. Bowing and _  smil- 
ing, Prince Bismarck stood until quiet 
was restored. Then Herr Semier stepped in 
front of the Prince and ia the name of the 
City of: Hamburg delivered an oration, in 
which he laudea the Prince and his services 
to Germany, and expressed the hope that he 
would live for many years tocome, The

Kerwin and Murray, the Last of the Creat- 
ures ofthe “Boas,” Will Be Ousted to

New York, April 1.—[Special.|—The com: 
plete collapse of the Platt machine in this 
city -is scheduled for the latter part of the 
week, Mayor Strong has concluded ‘to ac. 
cept the advice tendered him by Dr. Park: 
hurst and wiil demand the resignations of Po-- 
lice Commissioners Kerwin and Murray. 
When these two gentlemen walk out of police 
headquarters Platt will have lost . the last of 
the patronage with which he has been enabled 
to build upa political machine in this city. 

Mayor Strong explained his attitude on the 
Lexow police reorganization measures. As 
they stand today in the Senate they are ac- 
ceptable tothe Mayor-with one exception. 
He insists the civil service provision con- 
tained in the committee of ten bill shall be 
incorporated in the Lexow bill. The machine 
will never consent toany such amendment, 
it is said, and if the bill is passed without the 
amendment s&ggested by the Mayor it will 
be returned without the Mayor’s approval. 

But from all accounts Mayor Strong is not 
worried over the probable action of the Legis- 
lature in the matter of police reorganization. 
He is satisfied that with good men in the Po- 
lice Board the force can be reorganized just 
as effectively as if there were a brand new 
law on the statute books. And for this reason 
the Mayor has politely intimated that he 
would be pleased to receive the. resignations 
of Police Commissioners Kerwin and Murray. 
No demand has as yet been made upon the 
Comtnissioners. But the Mayor has made 
his wishes known just the same, 

By Wednesday the Mayor will know 
whether tie two men he has selected as the 
successors of Commissioners Murray and 
Kerwin can accept. They are Civil Service 
Commissioners Theodore A. Roosevelt and ex- 
United States District-Attorney Edward P. 
Mitchell. They are both Republicans, but 
they are not machine men. They have been 
asked to serve on the Police Board, and today 
have the matter under consideration. 
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INSPECTOR’S ZEAL GOES TOO FAR, 


Makes Life Miserabie Without Cause for 
a Transatlantic Tourist. 

New York, April 1.—[Special.]—When Miss 
Delia Gladstone of Athlone, Ireland, ar- 
rived in New York onthe steamer Majestic 
March 21 her two trunks full of expensive 
gowns were seized by Deputy Surveyor Dow- 
ling ahd his inspectors. Miss Gladstone in- 
sisted that this was an outrage,and today she 
asked Collector Kilbreth to be allowed to 
prove she had been misjudged and ill-treated. 
The trunks were taken to the Collector's 
private office. Prior to Miss Gladstone's 
arrival a report of an examination previous- 
ly made by Miss Mary O’Connor, represent- 
ing the Surveyor’s deputy, was submitted. 
She had measured the dresses and declared 
they did not fit Miss Gladstone. 

The experts for the Collector were Misses 
Smith, Lynch, and Thanes, all customs em- 
ployes. They made.a rather sensational 
report, saying all the gowns had been tried 
on by Miss Gladstone in their presence, and 
without doubt they had been made for her. 
They had taken the measurements of all 
the waists and skirts and found the meas- 
urements*submitted by Miss O’Connor were 
out of the way from one to fiveinches. They 
claimed they found out Miss O’Connor was 
a near relative of one of the inspectors in- 
terested in the seizure and to whose interests 
it would be to have the seizure hold. The 
women complained that during the trying 
on of the dresses Miss O’Connor had used 
offensive language to Miss Gladstone, im- 
plying she was a smuggler and as dress- 
maker. / 

Miss Gladstone, who is 24 years old, sub- 
mitted documents proving that she was born 
and had livedall her life at Athlone, Ireland, 
and that all the gowns in the trunks had 
been made by her regular dressmakers in 
Dublin. The more he found out about the 
plan to make the seizure ‘“stick’’ the 
angrier Collector Kilbreth grew. He had 
Miss Gladstone sign an affidavit embodying 
all the facts and then released her two 
trunks. 

Behind all these annoyances to passengers 
is said to lie a tale of personal quarrels anid 
grudges extending over a period of threeuor 
four years; a “*‘ getting even ’’ on the part of 
certain officials with other officials; an ill- 
advised change of the Surveyor; and an all-

FARMS FOR THOSE WILLING TO WORK 


Scheme te Help New York’s Poor Assumes 
Tangible Form, 

New York, April 1.—[{Specialt.)]—The re- 
quest for $10,000 sent out by the committee 
having in charge the establishment of the 
public potato farm scheme for the poor of 
New York City under the direction of the 
Association for the Improvement of the 
Condition of the Poor has already met with 
such hearty response that it has purchased 
1,200 bushels of seed potatoes and has ap- 
pointed H. W. Kijelgaard, a Scandinavian 
by birth and a resident of Pennsylvania by 
choice, to superintend the work. 

Within a few days application stations 
will be opened in different parts of the city, 
and the committee has no doubt,that there 
will. be many more applicants than plots. 
Only worthy men will be considered, even if 
some of the plots have to be left to the weeds. 
The only red tape required is that the appli- 
cant shall be indorsed by some responsible 
person. Even this will be dispensed with at 
the discretion of Mr. Kjelgaard, who is a 
sensible man as well as a scientific farmer. 
He expects a little bother from Jaggy Jim 
and Scraggly Sam. 

Too much hard work is involved. One-half 
of the land will be planted with potatoes. 
Some of it is so fertile that Mr. Kjelgaard is 
sure it can raise from 600 to 700 bushels an 
acre. The rest of it wil] be devoted to lettuce, 
beets, and garden truck of that sort which 
grows quickly, and which will give the poor 
man an early return for his labor, of can be 
readily sold. 

Few of those who get the privileges proba- 
bly will have had any experience in farming. 
BKither Mr. Kijelgaard or one of his two as- 
sistants will visit the plots every day to. 
commend the industrious, reprimand the 
slothful, and instruct all. The men will be 
told what to plant, how to plant, and how ‘to 
cultivate it. Thus they cannot fail to pro- 
duce results. Planting will be commenced 
just As soon as the ground is in condition. 

The committee is going into the whole 
work in an exceédingly scientific manner. 
A most elaborate ‘“‘schedule for the cultiva-" 
‘tion of vacant lots by the unemployed” has 
been prepared.

Prison Statistics from Pennsylvania. 

The riumber of prisoners in the Pennsyl¥ania 
State Peniterftiary has increased, in. the two 
years ending Dec. 81, 1894, from 911 to 1,169. 
ln that period thete has been a marked increase 
in the number of prisoners received for grave 
crimes; 58 prisoners received, sentences ranging 
from 10 to 22 years each and 3 came for life, 
making 15 life prisoners now in confinement. 
Crimes. against. property were 615, or 70.37 
per cent; crimes against persdn were 259, 
or 20.63 per cent; 509, or 58.24 per cent, were 
under 30 years of ace; 6Y7, or 79:75 per cegt, 
had no trades; 205, or 23.68 per cent, were illit- 
erate or nearly so;/448, or 51.26 per cent, were 
born in Pennsylvania; 242, or 27.69 per cent. 
were born in otheg States; 184, or 21.05 ver 
cent, were foreign born. The descent of 690, or 
78.95 per cent, of the prisoners received shows 
that 396 were of Afmerican parentage: 164 were 
of foreign parentage; 75 were of mixed parent- 
age, and 55 stated birth places of parents un- 
known. The number of reconvictions or repeat- 
ers wes 142, or 16.25 per cent.

the record of the case, and with all haste

with Attorney Harding, who represented the 
company, caused claims to be allowed to the 
tent of over &300,000, He represented to 


the Cook County Court of Chancery that it 


would cost $183,000 to collect the debts, and 
an order was issued adding this sum to the 
assessment placed upon the stockholders. 
He was also allowed $10,000 for attorney’s 
oe while Harding was ordered paida large 
‘sum. 

* The court reverses and remands the case, 
tearing to ehrede We alleged facts set up by 
Southerland,. whonPin substance it calls 1 
conspirator. It holds that Southerland, Hard- 
ing, and others.are guilty of conspiracy in 
. the company’s affairsyand that the allowing 
of the claims of Southerland by Harding, as 
attorney for the receiver, to the extent of 
$300,000 is wholly illegal and without war- 
rant of law. It also disregards the-order 
which gives to Southerland $16,000 as attor- 
ney's fees, and sets aside the award of $183, - 
000 o¥ collection expenses, which it declares 
a direct robbery of the. stockholders. 

In fact, as a summary Of the twenty-thou- 
sand word onirion filed in.this case, one of 
the largest in the history of the court, the 
liabilities of the stockholders are reduced to 
the actual, bona fide debts against the com- 
pany, which must be proven before a court 
of law. This open®the gates for the recon- 
sideration of all the cases in which stock- 
.- holderS throughout the State have been or- 
dered to pay various sums as assessments 
upon stock, and may result in the setting 
aside of a large number of decrees. ° 


AT GIVES A SETBACK TO COLVIN, 
United State: Supreme Court Dismisses 
. His Writ of Error. 

Sang D. C., April: 1.—The Supreme 
Ceurt dismised the writ of error in the case 
of John H. Colvin against the City of Jack- 
sonville, from the United States Circuit 
Court for the Northern District of Florida, 
Colvin alleging that he was.a citizen of IIli- 
nois and .the owner of property to the 
amount.of $50,000 in Jacksonville in May, 
1891, applied for‘an injunction against the 
city and Mayor D. U. Fletcher to prevent 
the issuance of bonds for $1,000,000 on tha 
ground that after the electors approved the 
issue payable in lawful money the Council 
provided that it should be payable in gold 
coin. The court below dismissed the bill 
for want of jurisdiction and the Su®freme 
Court dismissed :Colvin’s appeal. Justice 
Shiras explained t at ‘since the question of 
jurisdiction, of the lower. court had been 


__.eertified to the Supreme Court by that court

In the case of George F. Orchard versus

three-fourfhs. There has been a movement 
on foot in the places which, to put it plain- 
ly, meant to get away from Austin and the 
dangers of annexation to Chicago, to secure 
separation for along time. The getting up 
of the petitions and the arousing of public 
opinion in favor of disconnection has bee 
largely the work of the Civic.-club of Oak 
Park, with which have co-operated tommit- 
tees of the Oak Park club, Oak Park Repub- 
lican club, the Prairie club, and the Young 
Men's club. 


Do Not Get Adequate Returns, 

Many Oak Park people have said residents 
of Austin, who are good politicians,have fat- 
tened off the taxes paid by the Oak Parkers. 
‘We pay and they eat,’’ is the way a man 
who does not live in Austin put it yesterday. 
Many Austin people say, on the other hand, 
that the boot is onthe other leg. In fact, 
each village in the.town of Cicero makes the 
complaint that it does not get the returns it 
should from the money paid into the Town 
Treasury. Austin has a larger population 
than any of the other places, but not large 
enough, the promoters of the ..petition say, 
to overcome the votes which will be cast 
for disconnection, should they oppose it. 
There will be three dfstinct propositions on 
the ticket, one for thé separation of each 
place. All the voters cast a ballot for each 
proposition, and thus the citizens of Berwyn 
will help those of Oak Park and Hawthorne, 
and the reverse. 

In a part of Austin there is a strong feel- 
ing for annexation to Chicago, and if the 
other sections of Cicero break away it is not 
unlikely that the disruption will be followed 
by the annexation of Austin to this city. 

As far as Hawthorne is concerned it is 
there that Ed Corrigan’s race track is situ- 
ated, and a desire to be left alone doubtless 
is back ef that horseman’s desire to geta 
home rule in which he will have a large part. 
Oak Park and Berwyn are willing to drop 
township association with the race track, 
and these things, though from widely differ- 
ent reasons, will work to secure for each of 
the petitioning sections that which it desires. 


Form ofthe Petition. 

The petition to separate Oak Park is signed 
by R. S. Ludington, Chairman of the Civic 
club committee, which has been pushing 
the matter, and'ninety-nine others. It is as 
follows: 

Orrin.N. Carter, Judge of the 
County Court of Cook County, Ill.: Your 
petitioners, the undersigned, bein legal

‘“*And your petitioners state that the said 
portion of the said Town of Cicero hereby 
sought to be disconnected therefrom, has 
an area of four and, one-half [4%] square 
miles and has a resident population of six 
theusand [6,000], and lies within the boun- 


dary and upon the border of the said Town 


of Cicero, and that the name proposed for 
the town to be organized therefrom is the 
‘Town of-Oak Park,’ and your petitioners 
will ever pray, etc.” 


Chances Tht Are Contemp'ated. 


The election will be set probably for April 
20 or 27. Under the proposed division Ridge- 
land would fall within the Oak Park lines; 
Clyde would be a part of Berwyn, and Mor- 
ton Park and the Grant locomotive works 
would form a part of Hawthorne. 

As a sort of compromise to get a full fa- 
vorable vote on the disconnection proposi- 
tion the township comprising Berwyn ard 
Clyde would be called Glyde and the village 
to be formed subsequently would be known 
as Berwyn, 

R. 8S. Ludington, who filed the Oak Park 
petition and who has been the head and front 
of the workers for disconnection, said yes- 
terday: 

** The petition never has been publicly cir- 
culated. If it had been we would probably 
have had every Oak-Parker’s name on it. 
In many cases men have asked for the priv- 
ilege of signing it. It is signed by repre- 
sentative men, men who own property, 
have their homes in Oak Park, and are men’ 
of opinion and judgment. It is emphat- 
ically not a political or a ring movement. 
Besides this Oak Park petition, both Ber- 
wyn and Hawthorne have put in petitions, 
which are to be voted upon at the same time. 
As it is necessary for us to have their votes 
to secure disconnection it is just‘as impera- 
tive that they have our votes, as none can 
succeed without the aid of the others. Hence 
it is understood that those who vote in 
favor of disconnecting Oak Park will-also 
vote for the disconnection of Berwyn and 
Hawthorne. Having other things to do 
the Committee on Petition made no effort 
to secure more than the required one hun- 
dred names.”’ |

PROJEOT TO ESTABLISH A WOMAN'S 
REST AT SOUTH WAUKEGAN, 


Althea Club Organized by Englewood 
Women to Pat the Idea Into Effect= 
Ground for the Site Donated—Place of 
Recreation for Overworked Business- 
Women and Homekeepers = Practicil 
Housekeeping Also to Be Taught=Mrs, 
M. F. Washburne’s Pertinent Remarks. 


Several months ago a coterie of Englewood 
women banded togetherin a society under 
the name of Althea, which means “ ‘ife-giv- 
ing.”’ It has been incorporated for the pur- 
pose of establishing a Woman’s Rost and 
Home at South Waukegan, two and one-half 
acres having been donated as a site. The 
President of the. society, Miss Harriet C. 
Crooker of No. 328 Sixty-second : street, is 
authorized to receive subscriptions. The 
planis unique. The primary purpose of the 
retreat is to providea place of rest and recrea- 
tion for worn women, housekeepers, as well 
as business-women. The secondary object is 
to have a domestic training school for young- 
er women whereby practical instruction in the 
art of housekeeping may be acquired, Au- 
other feature of the scheme is. to make the 
retreat codperative as wéll as self-supporting. 

One of the Chicago women who has in- 
vestigated and indorsed this novel project 
is Mrs. Marion Foster Washburne, Speak- 
ing generally, she has this to say of the need 
of such a retreat for women: 

The woman of business—and she is a numerous 
factor these days—is apt to feel rebellious at her 
lot. The shop-windows she must pass glow with 
dainty spring fineryyfor which she has no. use, 
but for which she still yearns. She buys a bunch 
of violets, of even-a bundle of sassafras, and lets 
their pungént woodslike suggestions make her 
ledger or typewriter seem more dull and prosaic. 
She mounts her bicycle of-an evening and rest- 
lessly roams the boulevards and parks, With- 
out them she could not bear it, she thinks, but 
what mockery they are in contrast with the real 
country for which she hungers!

It is housecleaning time for the homekeeping 
woman—the time when the furniture, set out on 
the porch in the broad spring sunshine, | 
shabby to the last degree. - lt does not even look 
as if it ever had been pretty. It is the time when 
the carpet gets beaten into hopeless shreds, the 
wall paper reveals irremediable spots and cracks, 
and the landlord refuses to repaper.

renewal of life and strength—away from her 
slow. physical and spiritual degeneration. We 
are not mere business machines, mere house- 
keepers, but children of the sky and the earth. 
Our bedies and souls alike hunger for something 
sweet and simple and natural—that life such as 
only the country affords.

Opposes the Jones Amendment, 
Chicago, Marcly27.—[ Editor of The Tribune.] 
—The amendment which Representative Jones 
hag proposed to the civil service statute recently 


enacted by our State Legislature is ostensibly 


designed to protect policemen and firemen from 
examination as a ‘requisite for retention in the 
service. It should not be adopted for several 
reasons, among others the following: 

First—It is unnecessary. The statute nowhere 
requires or authorizes the examination of per- 
sons already in the service of a city as a requisite 
for their retention in service. 

Second—If adopted it would exempt the ma- 
jority of the members both of the Police Depart- 
ment and of thé Fire Department from the oper- 
auon of all civil service rules provided for by 
the statute governing promotion and remov- 
als. Sec. 3 of the statute provides that the 
places mentioned in Sec. 11. shall 
be classified by the Civil Service Commis- 
sion and shall not be subject to its rules. 
As it stands Sec. 11 relates to officers 


elected by the people, heads of departments, ete. 


Representative Jones’ amendment is an amend- 
ment of Sec. 11. It lists there all members of 
the Police Department except a few, and all 
members of the Fire Department who have 
served two’years. It would free these men from 
examination for promotion and remove them 
from the operation cf the statute. Whether Rep 
resentative Jones intended this result or not, 
such would be the effectof his proposed amend- 


ment. 

Third—The amendment is unfair to the police- 
men and firemen not included by the terms of 
the amendment. Whiy shoulda majority of each 
force be exempted from the operation of civil 
me be rules and a minority left subject to such 
rules 

It cannot he that the Legislature, when it un- 
derstands the effect of this proposed amend- 
ment, will adopt it and thus throw the civil serv- 
ice statute into confusion and in great part de- 
stroy its usefulness. If Representative Jones 
wants to provide that policemen and firemen who 
have served a considerable ae with a good 
record shall not be removed except after charges 
and an investigation by a trial owe let him say 
so and place his amenament somewhere else than 
in Sec. 11, devoted to exempt officers, and it will 
receive a fair and candid consideration.

I thought your contempt for the foolish 
course of the silver mine-owners and the dema- 
gogues in other places led you not to 
give silver a fair shake. Of course. silver 
remon etization by the United States without the 
aid of the civilized commercial nations would be 
folly; and it was the course of thése extreme sil- 
ver fanatics that has kept back the remonetiza- 
tion: of the white metal. If the Sherman law had 
never been passed and silver had dropped to 60 
cents an ounce the last monetary conference 
would have restored silver to the place 
" occupied prior to 1872-'73. This is 

parent to any one who read Delegate 
A fred de Rothschild’s speech, which predicted 

‘a panic the like of which the world has never 
seen if this conference adjourns without doing 
something to keep up the price of silver.’’ Noth- 
ing was done aad the panic came, and it has so 
demoralized the trade of Eugland that interna- 
tional bimetallism has become the shibboieth of 
the agriculturist, the manufacturer, and oven 
the banker, to such an extent that it will more 
than likely elect an overwhelming majority to 
the next Parliament. 

I inclose you a letter from Prof. H. S. Foxwell of 
St. John’s College, Cambridge, who is the ablest 


exponent of bimetallism in England.

PROF. FOXWELL’S LETTER. 


Like you, Iam a strong international bimetal- 
list. Nothing short of complete confidence and 
unlimited mintage will ever restore. silver; and 
these can only be obtained by international agree- 
ment. - We are making great pr agree here. It is 
on the cards that international bifhetallism may 
become a plank in the Conservative platform at 
the approaching general election. Every mem- 
ber of Parliament who has been elected this year 
is pledged to do all in his power to further an in- 
ternational agreement. 

We incline to an agreement for the unlimited 
purchase of gold and silver “ bullion ” for legal 
tenders, leaving it to each government to say 
what form that legal tender shall take—whether 
coins or notes—al ways, of course, observing your 
principle, that whatever forms of legal tender 
are current must all be maintained at a par. 

As toa ratio, I incline to 20 to1; 15% to 1 is 
arbitrary, and rather too high, in my judgment. 
Twenty tol would fit the decimal system and 
facilitate all calculations. 

Existing coins might be maintained as token 
coins, circulating at above the intarnational par, 
just as they now circulate above the existing 
market par. '
